
WAC 296-307-25024  How must a stair railing be constructed?  A 
stair railing must be constructed similar to a standard railing. The 
stair railing must be between 34 and 30 inches tall measured from the 
top of the top rail to the tread surface meeting the face of the riser 
at the forward edge of the tread.
